It brought forward the 
recognised leaders of the various parties 
and elem ents including such conspicu- 
ous figures ns Messrs. Sherman, Frye, 
Teller, Gorman, Vest, Aldrich, Platt, 
Mitchell of Oregon, Chandler, Halo and 
Allen, in notable statement« on the 
leading questions which have engaged 
the attention of «ingress and the conn* 
try of late. 
Not only were the lines 
laid down on tariff and finance, but the 
debate partook of all the pent up feel­ 
ing resulting from the recent national 
contest. 
Often it was dramatic in its 
intensity and at all times absorbingly 
interesting to the crowded galleries and 
intent bodies of senators. 
Political dif­ 
ferences came in for a fair share of at­ 
tention and the names of Mr. McKinley 
aud Mr. Bryan often were heard. Presi­ 
dent Cleveland also came in for a share 
of attention, Mr. AUen declaring that 
the president was a Republican who re­ 
joiced with the Republicans over their 
recent mutual victory. 
Mr. Vest called up the Allen resolu­ 
tion for consideration of the Bingley bill 
in order to make some remarks on it. 
Mr. Vest was in his usual caustic vein 
and his speeches teemed with those 
graceful and catchy phrases for which 
he is noted. 
It severely arraigned the 
doctrine of protection and derided the

There were frequent sharp and

Indianapolis, Dec. 17.—Yesterday the 
supreme court of Indiana decided a ca»e 
involving the power of an incorporated 
town to cotnjiel by ordinance a railroad 
company to keep a w atchman and erect 
gates at its own expense at points where 
the tracks croRS a street, and impose 
penalties for the failure to do so. 
The 
court holds that a town has no such 
power. 
The decision is the result of a suit 
brought by the town of Crown Point, 
Ind., against the Pan Handle railroad 
to compel the road to provide gates and 
flagmen at street crossings. 
The court 
says in part: 
“The question is not whether an in­ 
corporated town has a right to protect its 
inhabitants 
or 
their 
property, but 
whether it has the right to compel the 
railroad company to do so at its own ex­ 
pense. 
* * * 
A railroad in crossing 
the streets is on an equality with the 
citizen. 
Their rights are mutual. 
The 
streets arc for public use, and the com­ 
pany has the right to propel its locomo­ 
tive and cars across them, and is not a 
wrongdoer in so doing. 
It is liable in 
damages to any one who, without fault 
on his part, is injured by the negligence 
of the railroad at such crossings. 
It is 
clear, therefore, that a railroad company 
is not guilty of any crime or wrongful 
act in running cars on its tracks across 
a street.” 
The court holds that the erection and 
maintenance of the gates and watch­ 
man must be at the expense of the town.

(1024) and Adrian V (1270)—have oc­ 
cupied tho papal throne, and there is to­ 
day nothing to prevent laymen from be­ 
ing created cardinals, although they are 
not entitled to vote in the conclave un­ 
less they can produce a special permit 
from the late pope.

Bird* a* Seed Carrier*. 
Two centuries ago tho Dutch destroy­ 
ed every nutmeg tree in the Moluccas 
in order to enjoy a monopoly of the 
business, having planted the trees in 
their own possessions. 
In spite of their most earnest efforts, 
however, the islands were being con­ 
stantly restocked. 
For a long time the 
thing was a mystery, but at length it 
was solved. 
The doves of that quarter of the world 
are of large size and readily swallow 
the seed of the nutmeg, w ith the frnit 
of which they traverse wide stretches of 
sea and land in a few hours and deposit 
the seeds of the nutmeg not only unin­ 
jured, but better fitted for germination 
by th© heat ana moisture of the bird's 
system. 
By a sim ilar process thousands of acres 
of land have been covered w ith trees of 
different kinds, the birds acting as na­ 
ture’s agents in tbe dissemination of 
plants. 
But in quite another manner do they 
transport seeds from place to place 
Darwin found in six grains of earth ad 
hering to the feet of a plover three dif­ 
ferent kinds of seeds, and in mud stick 
ing to the feet of ducks and geese shot 
iu England he found the seeds of plants 
peculiar to tho Victoria Nyanza, in 
central Africa, thus proving not only 
the extent of migration, but also the 
possibility of plants appearing in strange 
localities through the agency of these 
birds. 
In the mud sticking to the feet of a 
Texas steer the seeds of five different 
kinds of weeds and grasses common iu 
Texas were found by a microscopist 
after the arrival of tho animal in New 
York.—St. Louis Globe-Democrat

LOANS W IT H O U T IN TER E ST. 


A Peculiar Jew ish Institution Carried on 
In New York. 
A loan office where the only security 
required is honor is mnely novel enough 
to notico 
Such an institution can be 
found here. For years it has carried on 
business on the theory that vast ma­ 
jorities of men are honest in money 
matters. 
A total stranger, by merely 
leaving his name and address, can bor­ 
row from $5 to $25 in cash. No pledge 
is taken, no interest is charged. 
As 
proof of the fact that people are honest 
it may be stated that this office has pnt 
$60,000 annually into circulation in 
im all loans during the last four years. 
The books show that bnt $489 has been 
lost because people failed to return w hat 
they had borrowed. In many cases peo­ 
ple try to return more than they have 
received, but the rules of the office for­ 
bid their making this sacrifice. 
Of 
course this remarkable loan office is 
not managed by all individual or a firm. 
Its membership embraces 400 residents 
of the lower east side. 
Abont 250 are 
proprietors of small east side business 
houses and are in easy circumstances. 
The other 150 members are pour work­ 
ing people—push cart ui< n, tailors,street 
peddlers, etc. Their wages will not av­ 
erage $10 a week. 
The 250 business 
men paid iu $10 as dues the first year, 
and the 150 workiug people gave $3 
each. This made a fund of abont $3,000 
w ith which to start the loan office. The 
same amount has been paid iu every 
year, and tho association has received 
many donations. Today the association 
has about $15,000 loaned out and about 
$3,000 in cash 011 liaml. 
The society 
puts out its money on an average <>f 
about four times a year. 
Counting it 
every time it is put iu circulation, about 
$60,000 is loaned annually. 
This helpful institution, which dou­ 
ble discounts the church pawnshop es­ 
tablished licro two years ago, bears a 
Hebraic name, which iu English means 
that money is loaned according to the 
law laid down in the Bible—namely, 
without security, without interest, w ith­ 
out knowledge whether the borrower is 
honest until after a trial has been given 
and without ullowing any one man to 
know that a brother needs help. 
Of the money loaned not. a cent has 
ever gone to a member, the deserving 
poor alone being aided. 
All an appli­ 
cant has to% do is to leave his or her 
name and address. 
No indorsement or 
certificate of honesty is needed. 
No re­ 
ligious distinctions are made, ull appli­ 
cants being treated alike. 
For four 
years this remarkable loon office has 
been quietly doing good. 
It does not 
seek notoriety, and few outside the ter­ 
ritory which profits by its helpfulness 
know that such a worthy institution ex­ 
ists. 
When a borrower enters the office 
an 1 i egins to tell a tale of woe, the sec­ 
retin 7 protests. 
If he sees the person is 
needy, money is handed qnt, and the 
borrower is told that it is liot necessary 
to relate his or her troubles. If a person 
has L rowed $5 and repaid it, $10 will 
be lo; 
d, If $ 10, then $15 w ill bo giv­ 
en, and so on up to $25. The ward in 
which this loan office is located has 
100,000 people packed into a radius of 
one mile, a greater population to the 
area than can be found in any other 
city in the country.—New York Lettes 
in Pittsburg Dispatch.

SHERMAN UPHOLDS CLEVELAND. 


Allen Says the President Has Gone Over 
to tho Bopnblloan* body and Hon I. 
Senator German Said It Was Useless ta 
Urge the passage of the IMH—Other 
Interesting Washington Mews. 


W ashington. Dec. 17.—The session 
of the acuate yesterday developed the 
moat eventful and exciting debate that 
either branch of congress has heard in 
a long time. 
It brought forward the 
recognised leaders of th® various parties 
and element® including such conspicu­ 
ous figures as Meters. Sherman, Frye, 
Teller, Gorman, Vest, Aldrich, Platt, 
Mitchell of Oregon, Chandler, Hale aud 
Allen, in notable statements on the 
leading questions which have engaged 
the attention of congress and the coun­ 
try of late. 
Not only were the lines 
laid down on tariff and finance, but the 
debate partook of all the pent up feel­ 
ing resulting from the recent national 
contest. 
Often it was dramatic in its 
intensity and at all times absorbingly 
interesting to the crowded galleries and 
intent bodies of senator®. 
Political dif­ 
ferences came in for a fair share of at­ 
tention sud the names of Mr. McKinley 
and Mr. Bryan often were heard. Presi­ 
dent Cleveland also came in for a share 
of attention, Mr. Allen declaring that 
the president was a Republican who re­ 
joiced with the Republicans over their 
recent mutual victory. 
Mr. Vest called up the Allen resolu­ 
tion for consideration of the Dingier bill 
in order to make some remarks on it. 
Mr. Vest was in his usual caustic vein 
and his speeches teemed with those 
graceful aud catchy phrases for which 
he is noted. 
It severely arraigned the 
doctrine of protection and derided the 
promises of prosperity held out. he said, 
by Mr. McKinley, which could not bt 
fulfilled by levying more taxes on the 
people.

Indianapolis, Dec. 17.—Yesterday thf 
supreme court of Indiana decided a case 
involving the power of an incorporated 
town to compel by ordinance a railroad 
company to keep a watchman and erect 
gates af its own expense at points where 
the trucks cross a street, and impose 
penalties for toe failure to do so. 
The 
court holds that a town has uo such 
power. 
The decision is the result of a snit 
brought by the town of Crown Point, 
Iud., against the Pan Handle railroad 
to compel the mad to provide gates and 
Bagmen at street crossings. 
The court 
says in part: 
“The question is not whether an in­ 
corporated town has a right to protect it* 
inhabitants 
or 
their 
property, but 
whether it has the right to compel the 
railroad company to do so at its own ex­ 
pense. 
* * * 
A railroad iu crossing 
the streets is on au equality with the 
citizen 
Their rights are mutual. 
The 
streets are for public us**, and the com­ 
pany has tho right to propel its locomo­ 
tive and cars across them, aud is not a 
wrongdoer in so doing. 
It is liable in 
damages to any one who, without fault 
on his part, is injured by the negligence 
of the railroad at such crossing*. 
It is 
clour, therefore, that a railroad company 
is not guilty of auy crime or wrongful 
act in running cars on its tracks across 
a street.” 
The court holds that the erection and 
maintenance of the gates aud watch­ 
man must be at the expense of the town.

SUGAR TREE SAP. 


Why It Plow* Keen When th* tiro sid la 
Proawn Hard. 
There is much difference of opinion 
as to where the sap of the tree corned 
from. It doe* not come from the ground 
by the roots, but is in the tree and bos 
been all tho winter, but in the form of 
starch deposited in the cells al the soft 
wood andor th© bark. When Hie weather 
becomed warm enough in the spring to 
•et the vital proceaaes in the Ired into 
o*tion, this starch is changed Into 
sugar aud the cells became so full of 
the sweet sap as to exert a great pres­ 
sure on them. 
W hen the spring begins, th© warmth 
of the sun starts this vital action and 
the sap circulate* through the cells (rn 
the way to tho buds, which will swell 
aud soon burst into leaf. 
When th* 
sag.ut maker tap* the trets, the preadore 
of the sap on the cells forces it to exude 
aud flow from th© opening made into 
th© sap wood. There is no special cur­ 
rent up from the roots or down to them; 
th** tree ie simply filled with sap all 
through the sap wood, and mostly at 
that {tort of it which lies Immediately 
nuder the bark, and where tim new 
wood w ill stan be formed of the molter 
held in solution in th© sap 
Th© sap will flow while the ground is 
frozen, for it is tho warmth in the air 
that causes the flow aud not the action 
of the root© in th© soil. Thns it is quite 
iceless to spread any litter ar other non­ 
es. udnrting matter under th© tree in th© 
9kp* elation that if the ground b© kept 
frozen the budding will be delayed. 
If 
th*» effect be desired th© whole tree 
must b« covered in mid kept in a dor­ 
mant cowl it it rn by a low tom per a turo 
alt over. Thus young trees may be kept 
in cold storage for months, and ar© so 
kept for shipment to Australia, where 
I he seasons are exactly the opposite of 
ours.—New York Timed.

"My (rod, have I killed him?” were 
Prather’s first words. Then, throwing 
down his Revolver, he sprang to the side 
of the wounded man, just as the last 
quiver came, over the prosi rate form and 
the soul weld to render its account.

Ob* B urgall Deprived of Its Prey by tits 
Reekie** Interference of Another, 
While the burgall, known ohio as tho 
cunner, is not altogether a bottom feed­ 
ing fish, still it feeds mostly on the bot­ 
tom, taking whatever it etui find thor*, 
nipping the head off a clam when it 
gets a chance, and not neglecting th# 
worms of many kinds which find a 
home there.

It will doubtless bo astonishing to 
those who have not studied the question 
to learn that kleptomania has grown so 
mach during the last few years that 
dry goods merchants have, so to speak, 
formed a co-operative union of self pro­ 
tection against the cviL Shoplifters are 
easily dealt with and disposed of, as 
they are generally of tho class who can 
be punished to the full extent of the 
law, but the kleptomaniac is usually a 
woman of refinement, good family and 
possessed of ample means, which per­ 
mit of the gratification of her most ex­ 
travagant Howls. 
Strange as the assertion may seem, it 
is so true and has assumed such propor­ 
tions that in the majority of the stores 
there is a book kept in tho private office 
of the firm in which are written the 
names of the women who are known to 
be thus afflicted, and when they are 
caught in the act a bill for the goods 
stolen is sent to the husband, father or 
the person who has made himself re­ 
sponsible for tho things taken. It was 
found necessary to do this after two or 
three arrests Ii ad been made and the 
culprit found, upon investigation, to be­ 
long to some well known family. It was 
not only necessary for the protection of 
the merchants against loss by the theft, 
but it was also more imperative from 
the fact that these exposures endangered 
his business. After such an arrest and 
the consequent publicity the family of 
the accused were very loath to trade at 
that particular store, and the with­ 
drawal of such patronage meant loss of 
thousands of dollars to tho proprietor. 
This explanation w'as given me by the 
superintendent of one of the largest de­ 
partment stores, where, after a thorough 
canvassing of the principal retail stores 
ta the city, I found that it was no mere 
gossip as to the existence of this book, 
and the fact that nine out of ten em­ 
ployed women detectives, not only for 
the conviction of shoplifters and pick­ 
pockets, but to ftasch ‘he more wealthy 
offenders who were Afflicted with what 
is called a nervous disease in the medi­ 
cal books—kleptomania. These women 
are obliged to be very clever, bright and 
intelligent, as they must learn to know 
these kleptomaniacs by sight aud to dis­ 
criminate between the professional and 
the afflicted if they detect a stranger in 
the act of purloining tho firm’s good#

Bird* aa Seed Carrier*. 
Two centuries ago the Dutch destroy­ 
ed every nutmeg tree in the Molucca# 
in order to enjoy a monopoly of tile 
business, having planted the trees in 
their own possessions. 
In spite of their most earnest efforts, 
however, the islands were being con­ 
stantly restocked. For a long time the 
thing was a mystery, but at length it 
was solved. 
The doves of that quarter of the world 
are of large size and readily swallow 
the seed of the nutmeg, with the fruit 
of whieh they traverse wide stretches of 
sea and laud in a few hours aud deposit 
the seeds of the nutmeg not only unin­ 
jured, but better fitted for germination 
by the heat and moisture of the bird’s 
system. 
By a similar process thousands of acre# 
of land have been covered with trees of 
different kinds, the biids acting as na­ 
ture’s agents in the dissemination of 
plants. 
But in quite another manner do they 
transport seeds from place to place 
Darwin found in six grains of earth ad 
tiering to the feet of a plover three dif­ 
ferent kinds of seeds, and in mud stick 
ing to the feet of ducks and geese shot 
in England he found the seeds of plants 
peculiar to the Victoria Nyanza, in 
central Africa, thus proving not only 
tho extent of migration, but also the 
possibility of plants appearing in strange 
localities through the agency of thew 
birds. 
In the mud sticking to the feet of a 
Texas steer the seeds of five different 
kinds of weeds and grasses common in 
Texas were found by a microscopist 
after the arrival of the animal in New 
York.—St. Louis Globe-Democrat

Burh nu institution can be 
found here. For years it has carried on 
businoa’i on the thewy th a tvm t mar 
joritiea of men are honest in money 
matters. 
A total stranger, by merely 
leaving his name and address, eau bor­ 
row from $”> to $25 in cash. No pledge 
is taken, no interest is charged. 
As 
proof of the fact that people arc honest 
it may be stated that this office has put 
$60,000 annually into circulation in 
■mall loans during the last four years. 
The books show that but $489 has been 
lost because pooplo failed to return what 
they had borrowed. In many cases peo­ 
ple try to return more than they have 
received, but the rule# of the office for­ 
bid their making this sacrifice, 
Of 
course this remarkable loan office is 
not managed by un individual or a firm. 
Its membership embraces 400 residents 
of tho lower east side. 
About 250 arf 
proprietors of small east side business 
houses and are in easy cireumstanci s. 
The other 150 members are pour work­ 
ing people—push cart men, tailors, st rent 
peddlers, eta Their wages will not av­ 
erage $10 a week. 
Tho 260 business 
men paid in $10 as dues the first year, 
and the 150 working people gave $3 
each. This made a fund of about $3,000 
with whieh to start the loan office. The 
game amount has born paid in every 
year, and tho association bus received 
mauy donations. Today the association 
has about $15,000 loamsl out and about 
$8,000 iu cash on hand. 
The society 
puts out its money on an average of 
about four times a year. 
Counting if 
every time it is put in circulation, about 
$60,000 is loaned animally. 
This helpful institution, which dou­ 
ble discounts tho church pawnshop es­ 
tablished hero two years ag* >. bears a 
Hebraic name, which in English means 
that money is loaned according to the 
law laid down in the Bibb— namely, 
without security, without interest, with­ 
out knowledge whether the borrows: is 
honest until after a trial ha# been given 
aud without allowing any ohm man to 
know that a brother need* help.

For four 
yean* this remarkable loan office has 
been quietly doing good. 
It does not 
seek notoriety, and few outside tho ter­ 
ritory which profits by its helpfulness 
know that such a worthy institution ex­ 
ists. 
When a borrower enters the offloo 
ais begins to tell a tale of woe, the suc­ 
re tniy protest*. If he secs the person is 
needy, money is handed (int, and the 
berri wer is told that it is bot neoesaaiy 
to relate his or her troubles.
